So now letall People ſee if this man be like to ſettle any, and 
to keep the young ſprouts from being deceived, who is thus confu- 
fed bimſelf; one while telling ir 18 the Seed that is the Saviour, 
and the everlaſting Word of God, and he which: came down from: 
Gad, &c- and then preſemly ſaying it'ts a thing produced, a thing 
formed of the properties of man, a body that reconciles, a coagulated: 
ſubſtance, a thing in nature like him bamſelf, confiſling as be deth both» 
in kind and ſubſtance ; and much ſuch-like,as may be ſeen more at: 
large in his Book. | 

Well,. if R. C.. bad known Chriſt Feſus, and the Power of 
bis Death and ReſurreRion,. he had not written ſo conſuſedly ;. 
for then he had known the virtue of the Seed, and the ſervice of 
Body and Soul too, and had known the offering to be made by the- 
eternal Spirit, and then he would not have ſaid that it was the-

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' . mind, and fleſhly knowledge which is for judgment; for this 
.£Jamble and confuſion is the only way to brig into Atheiſa in- \ 
"deed, if there Were no better Aﬀſerters of the DoQrine of Chri- 
ftianiry then he is. Butler all fober People wait to feel a men- 
fure of that lifeand*fulntſs that dwelt in that Body of Jeſus, for 
which it was prepared, that ſo they may by the power ot that Life 
be ſettled in the knowledge of the Saviour Jeſus, and may daily 
wait for his Appearance toſave; for he everſiveth and is ever 
needed, and none are ſafe but under the government of his Spirit.

R,C. will do well to clear up theſe things, or own his con. 
demnation upon his folly and preſumption ; for its unlike he 
ſhould ever be recancil'd to the People of God who is fo at odds 
in himſelf in this manner. Alas Robert / Doſt thou not yet ſee 
whicher thou art gone by going from the Light, and now fiaggers 
and reels, and doſt not know whither thou goeft-?

And thou ſayeſt in tais ſame page, 
That Chriſt, as be ts the Word aud Maker of all things, u nxt the 
Light in Conſcience ; but in the next line or two thou ſayſt, Bur 
the Word that was God, &c. in bim was Life, and the Life is the 
Light of men, and be lightens every man, How doſt thou mean by 
this > D-ſt thou not mean that he lightens them in their Con= 
fciences >? Or where elſe ? R 

And as to the Sonl of Man thou ſayſ in thy 4 page, That it « 
a ſpark, of God's #ternal Nature, coagulated into a Spiritual ſubſtance 
for 4 centre of his infenſitivg life 5 and as thus compatted ts a creature 
of an eternal being, of ay own ſelf-ſubſiſting conſiſtency, 

Anſw. R.C, hath here deſcribed a creature that ſubfiflungfyit 
ſelf contrary to the Scripture, that ſaith all things are uphe 
the Word ; and beſides this eternal creature, as he calls it, this 
ſpark, of God's eternal Nature, this coagulated ſubſtance (he ſaith) 
Was to be a centre for Goa's inſenſitive life.

And further in thy 5th page thou ſayſt,Thu ſpark, this coagnlated 
ſubſtance, this own ſelf-ſubſitency dieth : and in anothet place 
ſpeakeſt of its periſhing; and yet talks of an eternal cr:ature- 
But R.C. what life of time is that which cor:upis the ſoul, and 
how came it to have its abode in an infeRicus life of time, ſeeing 
its an eternal creature as thou ſayſt? But what man's Soul, or 
the Soul of Jeſuseicher is, thou knowelſt not ; for if thou hadſ, 
thou would(t not have thus befool'd thy ſelf, to ſay man's Soul 
Was 2 ſpark of God's eternal nature, and yet ſay the Soul of Chiift 
was but of the properties of nature made by generation 3 nor yet 
have affi:med that to be the Seed of Promiſe which came by gere- 
ration of, and from the properties of Maxy : Is not that the Szed 
of Promiſe mentioned in /ſa. 9. 6. who is called, The Mighty 
God, the Everlaſting Father, the Prince of Peace ? And what 1s 
Mary the Mother of God? This will pleaſe the Papiſts well ; 
and is this the way to ſettle Chriſtians, and preſerve the young ſpronts 
of the Nation from corruption? And where is thy Sctiptuze to 
prove that Jeſus, the Saviour, Was created, a8 in thy 6 page thou 
ſayſt? But Oh! this darkneſs and confuſion that thou mayRt ſee 
it, and be aſhamed of it. 

Again Robert Cobbet, in hs 26 page, ſaith in plain words, That 
Chriſt and bus Spirit are not one : and his Argument is, That Chriſt 
ſaid, / go away, but 1 will ſexd you @ Comforter. Which Argu- 
-ment 1$ {i fficient to prove, that Cariſt, the Mefſias and Saviour, is 
ne With the Spirit of Truth, and not difiint, If one ſhould 
as%k R.C, how many were rentioned in that text, where be ſaith, 
He that now « with you, ſhall be iy you ; would he anſiver that there 
Was more than one He; if not, then here is no more (to wit) 
\Chriſt and his Spirit which eternally are one. ' 

But that he may ſufficiently manifeſt bis folly, he tells ug in 
the ſame 26 page, That the Father, the Word, and the Spirit, are 
all One, both in reſpelt of conſent in their Teſtimonies, and alſo wn - 

| reſpect 


reſpelt of their eternity of being; ſo which of theſe (ſhall we believe 7 
that Chriſt and his Spirit are One, ot that they are not One ? 
R, C. will do well to tell People which he will Rand by. 

And for R. Cobber's pleading or hoping, That the Powers will 
keep up a Charity tous, xpon the account that thouſands of us do (be 
hopes) believe his narrative of Ged ; and his deſire altering the 
matter for a corporal form into a nature for production of crea- 
tures, ſpeak:ng forth the modal by his word, &c. page 26. 
Truly we need not R.C, to ſer forth an account cf our Faith 
and Belief in theſe things, neither can we own jt,or him; for if 
we ſhould, we ſhould ſoon be brought under the judgment both 
of God and Man. And for his pleading, That iz :he ſoundest 
Bodies, there ſometimes breaketh forth a Boyl. Tiuly if he aims at 
us by this Body (as I think he doth) we do confeſs, that ſo far as 
ever he was of us, ſo far he is that Boyle which we confeſs is 
now broken forth : but they that know him in particular, know 
how little he was of us, and how little while be profeſt himſelf 
to be of us ; ſo his breaking-out and runnipg like @ boyle or ſore, 
the corrupt matter that was in him, is no great diſparagement to 
the Body ; for the body is ſounder without him than with him : 
and whilſt he was amonglt us, he was often breaking out With his 
whimſeys and imaginations, ſo that he became naucious unto usz 
but not in ſo groſs a manner as nov, 

And for R, C. ſaying, That ſome of us knew that be counted our 
language but a cant language. We knoiv that from the ficlt of his 
coming amorg us, he was farenough from our language or life el- 
ther; bat it is no great matter for - him” to call our Language 2 
Cant, whorteplyes to our words thus, 12, when we ſzid, The 
Lord t# one, and hu Name one; he anſwers, Friends, do ust caper, 
as in his 2d pag?, And ie ſaith in his 31 page,That he #5 »o Qua- 
ker ; of which, all that ever ſaw or head any thing of the Qua- 
kers Books or D<Rrines, will bear him witneſs; for never did 
Quaker appear in ſuch a heap of confuſion as R.C; hath done; 
and yet that malicious ſaying of his in this 31 page, That robes

if by Lord and Mater he means the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as I think 
he doth. But he that really and cruly is his Lord, 0:2. the Prince

' But why doth XK, C, in his 30 page come with a kiſs, Judas- 
like, and ſay, Brethren, 1 will ak you a queſtion, &c, when as the 
matter he intends there to inſinuate to his Reader is, That we de- 
ny that Chriſt that was born of the Virgin AZary, to be Chriſt : 
Is not this on purpoſe to betray us, and: beguile his Reader ? and 
that witha Lye; for we never yet denied him-that was born of 
the Virgin Mary, and ſuffered under Pontizu Pilate, «to be the 
Lord and Saviour, But indeed we never did believe him to be 
produced by coagulation-as R.C. doth ; not-by generation of and from 
the properties of Man in Mary ; for then ſome might have declared 
his generation, which the Scripture ſaith, #ho.cando? And be- 
ſides, we believe him to be the Eternal Son of God, But if. 
R, Cobbet's Do&rine be true, then he was not before Mary ; bur 
his ignorance of Chriſt is ſufficiently manifeRed to all that have 
an eye opened.. : 

And as to his ſaying, That the Apeſile ſauth, x Cor,15,1,2, 3. 
T hat the Sufferings of Chrift us the Power of God and Goſpel, by 
which we are ſaved : That's falſe, and a belying the Apolile and 
Scripture 109 : for all that reads the text may ſee, that the Apoſtte 
ſpeaks of his S.fferings but as one part of- many of that Goſpel 
which h: had preached ; but it was the ReſurteRion of Chriſt 
he moſt of all pointed at, as the-principal thing, they muſt come 
to feel the power of; a$-in verſ.12, 

Many more of R. Cobbet's Abſurcities and Contradiftions I 
might note down, as alſo thoſe noted in the Anſwet to his fir 
Book, which-yet remains unanſwered, nor ſo.much as an attempt 
made thereof ; he (it maybe) diſpairs of ever reconciling them 
in the fight-of rational men : - But theſe, at preſent, may ſatisfie 
the ingenious Reader, What ſpirit it 38 in Rolerr Cobbet, that hath 
taken in hand to ſettle People in cheſe er75ng dayes,, and to preſerue 
th: young ſpronts of the Nation from corruption.

A pack of Lies, 
Feionedneſs, and Deceit, which diſcovers more Impudency, than 
Modeſty or Sobriety on thy part ; as alſo apparent Nonſence and 
Contradictions to thy ſelf, as will briefly appear in what follows ; 
though blaſphemouſly and impudently thou fathereft thy Work 
upon the conſtraint of the Love of God : But thou haſt.been led 
by a lying ſpirit to blaſpaeme againſt the Truth, nine years profeſ- 
' ſed by thee ; and yet thou art fain to make uſe of many words and 
phraſes thou haſt learned amongſt the Quakers, though iv a wicked 
end, and to thy own confuſion.

We anſwer, Both theſe Accuſations are general, and do refle& 
upon all of us that have praQtiſed Honeſty, who are now accuſed 
with Diſhoneſty and Adultery 3 wherein thou haſt appeared both 
impudent and wicked, thus to bring forth a general charge to 
aſperſe a whole Body,, whoſe Principle 15 againft alt. ſuch Abomi- 
nations; and agzinft all unrightecuſneſs; and herein our Princi- 
ple is juſtified, as that which led to practiſe Honeſty, and to live 
in Chaſtity and Faithfulneſs to our own Relations ; and now hows- 
ever any have apoſtatized from, or abuſed this Principle of Truth 
and Righteouſneſs amongſt us, their falling is not chargeable up- 
on the Principle, for the Truth ſtands intire 1ii1l, and the cffen- 
ders muſt bear their own burthens. Our righteous Principle is not 
- to be accuſed, either becauſe Ez. eAthinſon 01 R, Cobbet, or 
others, have turned their backs of it, after ſo many years being 
amoneſt us : If any ſhould revile the Quakers, b2cauſe ſhe is 
' turned treacherouſly againſt them, in a light airy ſpirit, with a 
parcel of fained expreſſions, this were unjuſt in them, as well as 
in her, It were a great wickedneſs for any. to accuſe the trug 
Prophets or Apoſtles, becauſe of thefalſe Prophets and falſe Apo- 
{tes that roſe up againit them, who turned from the Counſel of 
God and Truth. Andirt is as wicked in E. 4. to accuſe the peo- 
ple of God now, becauſe probably ſhe knows of ſome diſorderly 
perſons that walk not according to the Prixciple and Dctine of 
. Godlineſs w** we have received; as it's probable ſhe being falſe 
and perfidious her ſe]f,might have more knowledge of (or intimacy 
with) ſuch diſobedient and diſorderly Spirits and Walkers than 
ſome of us -have.. But however, her accuſation being general, 
11's moſt unjuſt and impudent, For firſt, We are not onely prin- 
cipled againſt all wickedneſs, fitthineſs, and abominations, as that 
of Cheating, uſing Deceit aud Adultery, with all other wickedneſs, 
which we Judge and Teſtifie againſt, both in the ſpirit and pra- 
Rice, and ſuchas are guilty, &c. Bat ſecondly, We alſo endea- 
vour, as much a5.in us lieth, to clear the Truth and Gods people 
of all ſuch ſcangdals, and of all ſuch as give any occaſion thereof 3: 
by bringing juſt Reproof and Judgement vpon the Offenders, and 
endeavouring to ſuppreſs and caſt out that looſe, diſobedient, and 
.unclean mind and ſpirit, Which either doth tempt or lead any into 

diſorders or wickednels :. So that indeed amodeſt woman'or per 
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ſcn would have been Fan 4 > lic ſuch a general Charge of 
wickedneſs and impiety againſt us, as thouſands that are not of 
us, know many of us to be both of better ſpirits and principles, 
than in the leaſt to countenance or admit of ſuch groſs wicked- 
neſs as Cheating or Adultery ; under which ſhe has included ma- 
ny innocent pertons : for her words [Thoſe that prattiſed Honeſty, 
and thoſe that were coxtented with their own Wives, &c.] are general 
terms, and may be conlirued that all among us that were ſo, ate 
now contrary, for here is no exception made, Who but an im- 
pudent perſon would thus groſly and ſlandexouſly have endeavour- 
ed to have defamed a people whom the confefles to have walked 
ra years amongſt, wherein ſhe has brought Reproach upon her 
elf. 

And now (E. A.) what halt thou againit our principles, more 
than that thou tell us, That we preached a Light within that ſhewed 
708 good and evil, and that thou knew was in thee : (So herein thou 
knew the Truth was preached amovglt us,) And that we ſaid if 
Jous would mind that, it would lead you out of all evil : Thu ((ayelt 
thou) we ſet you to feed upon the Tree of Knowledge, which indeed was 
good, but not for food 5; but the ſubule twining Serpent called it the 
Tree of Life, (thou ſayeſt :) Thus by hearkening nnto them, waſs 
thou deluded and blinded, to forſake thy firſt Love, &c. + 

Thus like a filly ignorant Woman, perverted with prejudice, 
haſt thou blaſphemouſly accuſed the Light, as being bur the Tree 
of Knowledge ; and perverted the Truth, which direRed thee te 
. It, as being burthe ſubtilty and deluſion of the Serpent, and yet 
thou knows ſuch a Light was in thee as (hewed thee Good and 
Evil ; which Light, had thou lived and waited in it, would have 
kept thee out of evil and backſliding which thou art failen into, 
Its ſhewing the evil, was, that thou mighteRt forſake in and evil, 
2nd not that thou migatelt either feed upon it, or upon the know- 
ledge of the evil, by partaking thereof.
